LONDON, Dec. 6—A Reuters dispatch from the Swiss- 
Italian frontier and the Swiss telegraph agency said today 
Count Galeazzo Ciarro, former Fascist foreign minister of Italy 
and Benito Mussolini’s son-in-law, was executed this morning 
by a firing squad, according to reports reaching the frontier. 
Mussolini's son-in-law tamed against him in the grand council 
meeting last July which ousted the discredited duce as Italy’s dictator. 
The reports, which were not confirmed, said Ciano was shot In the 
hack after being accused of high treason and sentenced to death by a 
special court of Mussolinis "republican Fascist" government, a Ger­ 
man puppet organization. The execution was said to have taken place 
somewhere in northern Italy. 
The life of the 40-year-old count was a story book tale of a rise to 
right-hand man to Mussolini in the hey-day of Fascism, of great popu­ 
larity, prestige and wealth, and then, when the regime was tottering 
a break with his father-in-law. 
By last October, Mussolini’s form­ 
er affection for his esteemed son- 
in-law had changed until "his only 
feeling for him is sheer hate," 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio reported.

There was another reason for 
Ciano’s fall from grace — German 
antipathy for him. 
At the time of his dismissal as 
foreign minister and appointment 
as ambassador to the Vatican last 
February it was reported widely 
the Nazis disliked and distrusted 
him. 
Diplomatic gossip had it that lo 
1939 Hitler ca I led Ciano to Sale 
burg and told him the German army 
jrould march into Poland and he 
believed the war could be confin­ 
ed to the east. 
Ciano, speaking for Mussolini, 
warned Hitler the war could not 
be localized, that he “couldn’t get 
away with” another aggression. 
‘You ass!* Hitler was reported 
to have stormed. Thereupon Ciano 
delivered Mussolini’s message that 
Italy would not come into the war 
Immediately, because she was not 
prepared. Hitler never forgot—or 
forgave. 
Ciano’s movements after the res­ 
ignation of Mussolini were obscure. 
He variously was reported to have 
escaped from Italy with his wife 
and children after being beld pris­ 
oner in his apartment in Rome 
Reported Seized By Germane 
But last October it was report 
ed from Switzerland he had been 
located, 
disguised

beard, living in seclusion near Ver­ 
ona. German troops took him in 
custody and he was brought before 
Mussolini, who in a stormy scene 
accused him of “deserting Italy in 
the hour of her trial.”

T 
HERE’S one overwhelming fact 
which neither Germany nor 
Japan can escape in connection 
with the verdict of the Allied con­ 
ferences, and this is that the big 
three — America. Russia and the 
British commonwealth of nation*— 
have the power to enforce any 
edict, no matter how 
extreme, 
which they may issue. 
The Allied resources tower over 
those of Ute enemy like a mountain 
over a mole hill. And the United 
Nations now have the actual equip­ 
ment to get ahead with the job. 
We have to make one reservation 
here. Our resources aren’t 
suf­ 
ficiently developed at the moment 
so that we can deliver a quick 
knockout to both Germany and 
Japan simultaneously. But we have 
the strength to hold the one while 
lye 
smash 
the

speedily. 
There's no longer any question 
about that. 
Since 
Nazidom 
provides 
the 
greater immediate menace, it must 
be crushed first Herr Hitler rec­ 
ognizes his danger fully, as is 
clear from the frantic efforts Pro­ 
paganda Minister Joe Goebbels and 
his dummies are making to blind 
the German public to the truth.

HE fuehrer is . fighting like a 
rat in a corner, and like a 
doomed rat he Is highly dangerous 
We shouldn’t overlook th a t Des­ 
pite the fact that it now is clear 
he can’t escape, he may do a lot 
of damage before we crush his 
life out. 
Berlin persistently is threatening 
to employ a secret weapon in re­ 
taliation for the Allied bombing of 
Germany and the Nasi radio says 
the German high command "in­ 
tends by one fell, drastic stroke 
to end the unbridled mass murder,” 
adding that. "mankind is not far 
from the point where It can at will 
blow up half the globe." 
That sounds like tall talk—but 
we shouUint dismiss it as such, 
for there are days not only of UU 
talk but of tall deeds.

Well, sev- 
ral possibilities have been a mat- 
sr of speculation. For instance 
here’s been much Ulk of a new 
sngdlstance rocket gun of vast 
ewer. 
Then, too, there is always the 
hance that the Nazis might resort 
o the nee of poison gee es rn final 
ling, although one would think 
hey would be deUrred by the car- 
linty of terrible reUlUtion in 
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kind. Ail the major belligerents 
are fully equipped with new poison 
gases more awful than anything 
yet tried in war. 
In any event, it shouldn't be 
long now before we know what 
Hitler has up his sleeve for his 
final (rick. He will have to use it 
soon, 
since the Allies 
patently 
1 are rushing for the kill. There’s 
a speed-up on all fronts, 
The Red armies are 
flinging 
themselves with renewed fury on 
the Invaders along the eastern 
front, and today’s dispatches show 
increasing danger to Hitler’* line 
In White Russia and to the north. 
The Muscovites are aiming 
to 
turn his northern flank In the Bal­ 
tic states—a catastrophe for him.

thinking from the material to the 
spiritual,, 


Man la God’s Expression 
“Human beings have been edu­ 
cated to think of themselves and 
all that pertains to them as ma­ 
terial in origin and existence,” 
Mr. Allan said. “They have been 
taught that they are mortals, that 
they live in a material universe, 
and are subject to laws of matter. 
“This is not the real truth about 
man,” the speaker asserted. “The 
Bible reveals that God, Spirit,% 
is 
the only creator, and that man is 
His expression, a spiritual being, 
living in a spiritual universe, and 
it urges us 
to awaken to 
this 
truth. As we do we shall find 
that ‘the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand.* 
“Our Master frequently spoke of 
‘the kingdom 
of heaven,* and on 
one occasion 
as recorded in 
the 
13th chapter 
of Matthew He 
en 
deavored to explain this phrase by 
a number of parables or stories. 


‘Annotated To Preach* 
“Possibly one of Jesus’ earliest 
utterances may throw some light 
* on this subject. You will remember 
I that, as we are told in the fourth 
chapter of Luke, Jesus ‘came to 
Narareth, 
where 
he 
had 
been 
brought up: and, as his custom 
was, he went into the synagogue 
on the sabbath day, and stood up 
for to read.’ 
“And this is the passage ha read, 
‘The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because He hath 
anointed 
me to preach the gospel to the 
poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliver­ 
ance to the captives, and recover- 
* tag of sight to the blind, to set 
at liberty them that are bruised.’ 
“ When he had finished reading 
Jesus announced, ‘Tbis day is this 
* scripture fulfilled in your ears.’ *’ 
Mr. Allan said it was to be 
Jesus’ mission to meet the needs 
of the poor, the brokenhearted, the 
captives, the blind, and the bruised. 
“ In other words.” he continued, 
“Jesus came to prove 
that, as 
Mary Baker Eddy has expressed it, 
‘Divine Love always has met and 
always 
will meet every human 
need.'

Today And Tomorrow 


Subsidies And Price Control Are Lesser Of Two 
Evils; Discontinuance Later Shouldn’t Be Hard

Retribution 
I'T 'H E acara of terrorism in the Russian territory 
: * 
abandoned by the Germans will never heal; 
they are too deep. There waa no early policy of 
kindness toward conquered Russians. The Ger­ 
man Invaders w ert schooled to think of them 
>as they thought of the Polaa—something less 
than human beings, to be destroyed. R etribution 
by the Russians, when ll comes, will be a terri­ 
ble thing. 
It will be terrible w nerever circum stances per­ 
mit it to happen, lf the war In Europe ended 
today, withdrawal of the hated Germans would 
become a gigantic problem wherever they re­ 
mained on foreign soil. Civilians would thirst 
for revenge in every occupied country from Nor­ 
way to Greece- There could be no such thing as 
an orderly return to Germany, unless the con­ 
querors were given full military protection. 
Even in the territories they tried to administer 
at firai with a show of humanitarianism, their 
subsequent terrorism would have tired the blood 
lust of embittered populations. Germany cannot 
escape the ghastly consequences of the whirl­ 
wind It bas sown lu Europe. 
With the end of the war in sight, this becomes 
one of the major problems of whatever peace 
may be reached—the protection of a country 
which has bld for Ha own extermination In a 
blood bath. Germans today, not Just Nails but all 
Germans, are the most hated people iu Europe. 
Their collective responsibility for the butchery 
and Badism practiced in their name cannot be 
written off by any formal agreement. It w’lll have 
to be met In thousands of places on the terms 
they aet by their own conduct. They gave no 
quarter when they held the whip, aud they can 
expect nous when they lost It, 


T 
HOUGH I have been arguing In 
these columns that the power 
to employ food 
subsides should 
for the present be retained. 
I be 
lieve that the burden of proof Is 
always on those who favor the 
use of subsidies. 
Normally and In 
general they are undesirable In 
that they compel economic enter­ 
prise to support uneconomic. 
To justify any subsidy the pro­ 
ponent always m ust show a clear, 
over-rldlng public reason for de 
parting from the basic principle of 
our economy, which ie th at good# 
should be bought and sold at the 
prices which are set In a free 
and honest m arket. 
There 
are 
obvious 
examples, 
which every one would recognize, 
where snbildles are acceptable be­ 
cause the public reason is to over 
riding. 
I The national defense Ie wholly 
vubzldtzed. 
To A very large de­ 
gree public education is subsidized 
To a very considerable extent the 
promotion of public health is sub­ 
sidised. 
So are parks, playgrounds and 
many kinds of public recreation. 
So are churches, scientific research 
facilities, public libraries, a rt gal­ 
leries 
and 
symphony orchestra* 
subsidised, w hether directly out of 
the public treasury or indirectly 
by private contributions, which are 
exempted from taxation. 
The reason for subsidizing such 
activities la that, though they are 
necessary or highly desirable, they 
could not ba m aintained by ordi­ 
nary commercial transactions. 


H E use of subsidies to stabilize 
food prices in w artim e m ust be 
justified, lf a t all, on su c h ’broad 
ground of public Interest. 
It may 
be, of c o u n t, th at a particular 
subsidy Is wrongly designed, is un­ 
necessary, or is 
badly adm inis­ 
tered. 
It so, It should be reexam ined. 
But the large question Is w hether 
subsidies are necessary In order to 
stabilize prices In w artim e and 
w hether the stabilization of war­ 
time prices is so desirable th at the 
expenditure Is Justified. 
T hat subsidies are necessary and 
that they can bs effective has, I 
believe, been dem onstrated abund­ 
antly by the experience of Great 
Britain, Canada, the United States 
and indeed of every country which 
has stabilized prices. 
Of the 4 products Which are 
recognized in the British food in­ 
dex, l l products, representing 90 
percent in' weight, are subsidized. 
I Prices in the United Kingdom 
have remained rem arkably stable; 
no one, I think, would argue th at 
this could have been done lf par­ 
liam ent had outlawed food subsi­ 
dies. 
Our own experience lo the 
list few m onths since subsidies 
have been used Is by no means un­ 
impressive. 
The fact of the mat- 


1 te r Ie that we have had a substan­ 
tial success. 
T HE question, then, Is w hether 
stabilizing the cost of essential 
foode is worth the money and the 
bother of subsidies and of the 
Whole machinery, inevitably com­ 
plicated and no doubt too compli­ 
cated, of price control. 
lf, ae is the case, the alternative 
is to set in motion a spiral of gen­ 
eral wage and general price in­ 
creases, cen anyone doubt th at the 
subsidies and the bother of price 
control are the lesser of the two 
evils? 
Burely It Is worth a lot of money 
and a lot of bother to the nation 
not to have to tak e our m inds off 
the w ar In order to deal w ith the 
grievances 
of 
governm ent 
em ­ 
ployee, pensioners, email business­ 
men who would be caught In the 
spiral of rising p 1*1 e ss, to face, ae 
we should have to, a continual re­ 
calculation of costs on w ar con­ 
tracts and 
of estim ated govern­ 
m ent expenditures. 
There are many, I realize, who 
are 
troubled 
by 
the 
idea 
that 
money spent on subsidies can help 
to control the effects of the in­ 
flation which results from enor­ 
mous governm ent expenditures. 
They are forgetting th at we are 
In Che abnorm al situation where 
the governm ent Itself Is a princi­ 
pal consumer. 


F we were not in this abnorm al 
situation, then obviously a gov­ 
ernm ent subsidy to hold prices 
would be Inflationary In that it in­ 
creased 
the 
popular 
purchasing 
power to th e am ount of the sub­ 
sidy. 
The critics then would be quite 
right. 
But in our present situa­ 
tion the governm ent Itself Is not 
only a great consumer, but It has 
an unlimited supply of purchasing 
power. 
Therefore, the more the govern­ 
ment has to pay for what it buys, 
the more Inflationary money It will 
issue to get what It needs; the 
less it ha* to pay, because prices 
are kept down, the less Inflation­ 
ary money It has to put Into circu­ 
lation. 
We all ask ourselves, naturally, 
w hether these so-called consum er 
subsidies, once established, ever 
ran be discontinued. 
My view Is that of all types of 
subsidy, they would be the easiest 
to discontinue when the w ar Is 
over. 
The reason Is th at when civilian 
production Is fully underway again, 
the volume of It will be so great 
that wo shall have a buyer’s and 
not, ae we hrfve today, a seller’s 
m arket. 
In a buyer’s m arket we shall 
have no pressure to protect the 
consumer because prices will be 
falling.

—Washington In Wartime— 
How Big A Post-War Government? 


Many Agencies Will Find Their Work Just Beginning When Peace Comes 


(First Of Two Article*)

S 
HOW any wartime visitor around 
W ashington, through the vast 
Pentagon building; the rows upon 
rows of "Tem poraries," 
wooden 
cracker 
boxei 
which 
house 
so 
many of our war agencies; past 
the dorm itories and little villages 
where bo many of the capital's 
war workers live, and invariably 
the question will be; "W hat’s go­ 
ing to happen to this when it’s 
all over?” 
Just as invariably the answer 
is: "Ob, nothing mach. 
Big gov­ 
ernm ent is here to stay." 
The answ er doesn’t tell all of 
the story by any means, but it’s 
more than 
half 
the truth, say 
government 
planners 
who 
have 
one eye on the future. 
Tens of thousands of govern­ 
ment workers here will be let 
out of the jobs—m ore than can 
be absorbed by the back-to-the- 
horne, 
b&ck-to-the-eountry, 
and 
back-to-loafing movements. 
But there’s another side to the 
picture, and it applies more or less 
to the more than 3,000,000 gov­ 
ernm ent 
w orkers 
scattered 
all 
over the nation. 


Federal employes are now on a 
straight 48-hour week. 
Some are 
working 56 to 60 hours and getting 
overtime for It. 
Thousands of 
others are voluntarily working over­ 
time and getting nothing for it. 
The official emergency 48-hour 
Week is for the duration. 
The vol­ 
untary effort isn’t expected to last 
a day longer than that, lf that long. 
All government post-war plan­ 
ners are thinking in terms of the 
old 39-hour week and lf unem­ 
ployment rears its ugly head to a 
return of 
the "spread-the-work" 
idea which will permit, no over­ 
time. voluntary or otherwise. 
That means an Immediate in­ 
crease of one-fourth to one-fifth 
in all permanent (as opposed to 
emergency) federal Jobs. 
Fdr ex­ 
ample. the postoffice department 
in Washington alone recently said 
that it would have to hire from 
25.000 to 30,000 additional perma­ 
nent employes lf overtime were 
abolished. 
Those who argue that we will 
drop back to pre*’40 days once 
the war is over also overlook the 
fact that war governments don’t 
end with the war. 
Think of the thousands of per­ 


sons the veterans' adm inistration 
will have to hire to administer to 
the disabled, to man hundreds of 
new hospitals, to supervise 
the 
work of rehabilitation. 
The 
national 
housing agency, 
busy enough 
now In 
trying to 
provide low-cost bousing for war 
centers, probably will mushroom 
once 
the 
roof on 
the national 
housing shortage really blows off 
and m aterials again became avail­ 
able for construction. 
The federal works agency, or 
something like It will have to be 
.increased a thousand fold to take 
care 
of the 
building of 
roads, 
dams, bridges, harbors and new 
federal buildings. 
It probably will take the general 
accounting office five years or more 
to audit the w ar accounts alone. 
T he proportions of federal se­ 
curity aren’t clear yet, but under 
proposals for new legislation in 
that field, they undoubtedly will 
be staggering. 
Civil aeronautics Is tem porarily 
a minor agency but it may well be­ 
come the largest supervising trana 
poriation bureau in the government.

The law provides for an automatic rise of an­ 
other half of I percent every three years, until 
a total of 3 percent is reached by 1950. 
Why Hen. Vanderberg's opinion on the matter 
should be conclusive, aside from the fact he is 
one of every few members of congress who have 
dug into the facts of the social security laws.

Patton Case 


We Will Give You Heavy Odds That 


Pershing Wouldn’t Have Stood For 
Any Slapping Of His Men 


By DAMON S!UNYON~~ 


r NOTE that Lt. Gen. George S. Patton Jr. wa* 
* quoted as rem arking to the soldier he belted 
that they shot men like him, meaning alleged 
m alingerers, In the other w ar. I suppose Patton 
was referring to W orld W ar I, as th at Is the only 
other w ar he knows about. 
His statem ent was an exaggeration. I do not 
believe any men were shot in that war fo r any­ 
thing lese serious than capital offenses and pr<rt>- 
ably no considerable num ber were executed under 
any circum stances. 
However. Gen. Patton’s crack reflects the ab 
tltude of all old soldiers th at discipline and hard* 
ship and everything else was tougher In their first 
w ar than the one in hand. V eterans of this w ar 
will be saying the sam e thing when the next w ar 
comes on. I think they really im agine arm y life 
was more strenuous in their day than In any 
other. 
But since Gen. Patton has brought up the other 
w ar I can tell him one thing I think would have 
been handled differently then than In this w ir 
and th at Is his own case. It is my opinion that 
had any officer smacked a private In W orld W ar 
I, be would have been "busted" by Old Man 
Pershing quicker than you ban say scat and that 
goes for Patton, even though he wag Pershing’s 
protege and friend. 


P 
ERSHING was a cold, hard disciplinarian, with 
little sentim ent In his makeup. B ut one thing 
he would not Btand for was m istreatm ent of en­ 
listed men by officers. Gen. Eisenhower hee let 
Gen. Patton off on a dressing down and apologies, 
saying he Is too valuable to be spared. Pershing 
would have chased Gen. Patton out of bis com­ 
mand had he been a combination of Napoleon 
and Grant. No man was so valuable to Pershing 
th at he could abuse his soldiers. 
I do not desire to see Gen. Patton further 
penalized. I am sure he is most contrite and will 
do everything possible to redeem his error. I 
have known him since the punitive expedition 
27 years ago come next grass, when he waa a 
young lieutenant on Pershtng’s staff, and I know 
he is a fine officer despite a flair for exhibition­ 
ism. I forgive that In a man of real abilty. 
But there is one phase of the caae to which 
I m ust take mild exception. T hat is the attitude 
of some editorialists and some officials in W ash­ 
ington that we m ust not question the judgm ent 
of Gen. Eisenhower in a m atter of this nature, 
that bg knows best. If it were a m atter of m ilitary 
strategy I would say that is quite right, but 
this is som ething th at affects civilian morale, 
and Gen. Elsenhower is too rem ote from his 
people to understand the repercussions on civil­ 
ians of 
the incident. Therefore, his judgm ent 
cannot be Infallible. 
C 
IVILIANS have a perfect right to dismiss 
the 
incident and to wonder if it Is 
true 
th at any one officer is so valuable that a tem ­ 
peram ent prejudicial to the respect and confi­ 
dence of tbe soldiers and the people can be 
overlooked. 
They 
have a right to wonder lf It is 
true 
that any officer Is so Im portant he cannot be 
replaced, in view of the fact th at In other area* 
of this w ar we have oflflcers who are dem onstrat­ 
ing ability as strategists and leaders of men. 
equal to if not superior to anything shown by 
officers 
produced on the. North African 
and 
European fronts. 
I deem It an injustice to the men who lei! 
and are leading our troops to victory on Attu and 
the Islands of the Pacific that they have not re­ 
ceived the attention th at has been showered on 
some of the officers commanding our soldiers 
elsewhere. 
We 
have developed 
veritable wentuees 
of 
jungle w arfare whose names are comparatively 
unknown, we have found m asters of land and 
air fighting, great artillerists and fine directors 
of foot soldiery. 
To say any one officer anywhere can not be 
replaced out of this reservoir of talent is to 
display either ignorance of arm y resources or 
prejudice for individuals.

Single Foreign Policy 
Plan For Both Parties 
Is Derided By London 


tty T bs AM sciatss Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—Alf M. 
Landon Saturday derided informal 
proposals that both major parties 
adopt similar foreign policy planks 
in their 1944 platforms, declaring 
“candidate Roosevelt doesn’t stand 
still long enough” for the Demo­ 
cratic policy to be defined. 
The 1936 Republican presidential 
nominee, speaking to the party’s 
freshmen” members of the U. S. 
senate, called for: 
1.—A vigorous expression of Re­ 
publican 
aim s for the post-war 
world to combat what he called 
the danger of a drift towards 
one party in our country.” 
2.—Constant prodding by 
the 
G.O.P. members of congress into 
the 
administration’s 
conduct 
of 
government affairs—congressional 
“checking up” of all legislation and 
bureaus operating under it to “pro­ 
tect the rights of the people.” 
Landon referred to the Moscow 
parley as “only a mere beginning” 


and said he personally is appre­ 
hensive that the pact settled more 
than military arrangements. 
“I can find no further evidence 
that the Russians have yielded one 
inch in regard to their widely-known 
territorial aspirations or political 
ambitions in Europe,” he said. 
Landon voiced a belief the Roose­ 
velt administration has determined 
to “angle the G.O.P. into accepting 
a part” of the responsibility for 
its peace plans “so that when the 
showdown comes the Republican 
leadership might be held partially 
accountable by the electorate.”

Dispatches from Teheran said the conference atm osphere was 
one of extrem e cordiality. The main declaration by the three leaders 
concluded: 
“We came here with hope and determ ination. We leave here 
friends in fact, in spirit and in purpose." 
It w as the first time President Roosevelt and Prem ier Stalin 
had met. 
On the first day of the conference Stalin, accompanied only by 
bls foreign minister, Vyaschleslav Molotov, walked up the steps of 
the Russian embassy compound, which was the President’s residence 
during his stay. 
He left Molotov talking in an ante room w it^ H arry L. Hopkins, 
the P residents official adviser, and strode on alone to come face 
to face with the American leader who had flown thousands of miles 
across ocean and desert for the rendezvous further cem enting Allied 
unity in f o r and peace. 
It was believed to be the first time Stalin had left Russia since 
the Communist revolution in 1917. 
The Russian 
embassy conference area, 
and

■warmed w ith Russian tommy gunners guards. 
Security measures were heightened because it was learned a num ­ 
ber of German saboteurs had been dropped by parachute in Iran a 
few weeks before the big three arrived. Most of them were reported 
captured. 
One of the ceremonious highlights of the conference was the pres­ 
entation by Prim e M inister Churchill of the “Sword of Stalingrad" to 
Prem ier Stalin—a British recognition of the Russian heroes who turned 
the Nazi tide at Stalingrad last winter. 
The text of the main declaration by the three leaders: 
“We. the President of the United Slate of America, the prim e minis­ 
ter of G reat Britain and the prem ier of the Soviet Union, have m et 
these four days paBt in this capital of our ally Iran and have shaped 
and confirmed our common policy. W’e expressed our determ ination 
that our nations shall work together in the war and in the peace th at 
will follow.

, , 
“As to the war. our military staffs have joined In our round-table 
discussions and we have concerted our plans for the destruction of the 
German forces. We have reached complete agreem ent as to the scope 
aud timing of operations which will be undertaken from the east, west 
and south. 
“The common understanding which we have here reached guaran­ 
tees th at victory will be ours. 
■“And as to the peace, we are sure that our concord will make It 
an enduring peace. We recognize fully the supreme responsibility rest­ 
ing upon us and all the United Nations to make a peace which will 
command the goodwill of the overwhelming masses of the peoples of 
the world and banish the scourge and terror of war for many genera­ 
tions. 
“With our diplomatic advisers we have surveyed the problems of 
the future. We shall seek the cooperation and active participation 
of all nations, largo and small, whose peoples In h eart and mind are 
dedicated, as are our own peoples, to the elim ination of tyranny and 
slavery, oppression and intolerance. We will welcome them as they 
may choose to come Into a world family of dem ocratic nations. 
“No power on earth can prevent our destroying the G erm an arm ies 
by land, their U-boats by sea and their war ^plants from the air. Our 
attacks will be relentless and lncreaaing. 
“Prom these friendly conferences we look with confidence to the 
day when all the peoples of the world may live free lives untouched by 
tyranny and according to their varying desires and their own con­ 
sciences. 
“We came here with hope and determination. We leave bere 
friends in fact, In spirit and in purpose. 
"fllgned a t Teheran, Dec. I, 1943. 
“Roosevelt, Stalin, Churchill." 
Details of the m ilitary decisions were not disclosed, but dispatches 
from T eheran said there was no talk of “a second front" circulating 
a t the conference—an Indication th at that subject already had been 
disposed of except for final details. 
Nor was anything specific concerning a m ultitude of postw ar 
problems, such as the Russlan-Polish boundaries, dealt with in the 
general declarations except tor the reference to the principles of 
the A tlantic C harter and the desire to recruit a worldwide “family 
of dem ocratic nations." 
Tho statem ent on Iran spoke of post-war “conferences of Inter­ 
national agencies" to deal with all economic m atters. 
T he “surrender-or-dle" ultim atum , which some had expected, was 
n ot forthcoming. Instead, the big three calmly and confidently, told 
Germany they are going to crush her arm ed forces in a three-sided 
assault and multiply the devastating a ir raids on her home soil. 
Pointing to the possibility of a poet-war confederation of nations, 
tho chiefs of the three great Allied powers said in a declaration: 
“W e will welcome them as they choose to come Into the world 
family of dem ocratic nations." 
The Iran statem ent likewise spoke of poet-war “conferences of 
international agencies” to deal with all economic m atters. ' 
The historic m eeting of the big three was held from Nov. 28 
to Dec. I on a high plateau a t the foot of the enow-caipped peaks, of 
the E lburi mountains. 
W ith their highest military chiefs, the three leaders agreed on a 
full scale w ar “from the east, the west and the south.” 
Surrounded by the m ost extraordinary security m easures In his­ 
tory, highlighted by grim Soviet soldiers petrolling the streets with 
unlimbered tommy guns, the gray-musteched. calm. Impassive Stalin 
was flanked a t Teheran only by his foreign minister, Vyacheslav Molo­ 
tov, and M arshal Klementi E. Voroshilov. 
Obviously pleased and gratified, President Roosevelt and Prem ier 
Churchill were encircled by their staffs of approximately 60 each.

HOLDING POWER 
T OSWING VOTE 


Servicemen’s Ballot Would 
Determine Presidential 


Election— As Of Now 


By GEORGE GALLUP

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 6—An 
appraisal of the political situation 
—as of today—indicates that the 
two parties are running virtually 
neck-and-neck in terms of voting 
strength among the civilian popula­ 
tion. 
If the presidential election were 
being held at this time, the out­ 
come would therefore be deter 
mined by the soldier vote. 
If absentee voting procedure is 
simplified to allow soldiers to vote 
hi large numbers—as bills now 
being debated in congress seek to 
do—the millions of men in uniform 
would have it in their power to 
break the deadlock between the 
parties. 
Toes-Up Otherwise 
On the other hand, if the ser 
▼icemen's vote is no larger in 1944 
than it was in 1942, the election 
outcome today looks like a toss-up. 
Among tbe confusing claims and 
counter-claims of the politicians to­ 
day, tbe layman can best under­ 
stand next year’s election if he 
will consider it in terms of three 
groups of voters. 
First there is a group of ap­ 
proximately 
25,000,000 
civilians 
who may be termed '‘habitual” 
voters—habitual in the sense that 
they turn out to vote regularly In 
off-year elections as well as in 
presidential years. Among that 
group. Republicans today predomi­ 
nate, as elections during the past 
year fully demonstrate. The fol­ 
lowing results of an Institute sur­ 
vey Indicate the relative party 
strength in the group.

The second group is made up of 
approximately 16,000,000 civilians 
who do not regularly vote In off- 
year elections — who did not, for 
example, vote In 1942 — but who 
will turn out in 1944 because it is 
a presidential year. Among that 
group the Democrats today hold a 
majority, as shown from Institute 
surveys as follows :

The third group is the soldier 
vote. Its effective strength numeri­ 
cally will depend on many factors.

Another 
2,000,000 come from tbe south, 
where their vote would not greatly 
affect the national result since the 
south is overwhelmingly Democrat­ 
ic.

tbe deciding factor. 
Political history shows that 
Democratic candidate for president 
must receive about 52 percent of 
the major party popular vote to 
have a chance of winning enough 
electoral votes. That is because the 
heavy Democratic popular majori­ 
ties In the south, while they swell 
the national total of popular votes 
do not add correspondingly to the 
electoral votes of the Democratic 
candidate. 
Thus. Grover Cleveland, Demo 
erat, lost the election of 1S88 in 
the electoral college even though 
he had 50.4 percent of the popular 
vote—a majority. 
Could Be Repeated 
Such a situation might easily be 
repeated lf an election were held 
today without the pro-Democratic 
soldier vote. 
When the Republican national 
committee recently pointed to an 
eight-point Republican gain since 
1940, It was stating a fact which
